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Mada language 


Mada is a regionally important Nasarawa State language of Ni geria , with many dialects. 
It is a highly tonal language. A translation of the New Testament into the language was 
finished in 1999.^ Nunku is apparently a dialect of Mada rather than of Gbantu.
